Young Scouts who-are not oulte oh 
enough to join the ‘Boy Scouts are 
called “‘Wolf Cubs.” Why? For this- 
reason, a Wolf Cub is a young ‘Wolf.’ 
Scouts are called “Wolves,” and 
young Scouts are therefore called 
“Wolf Cubs.” 

The Red Indians were a nation . of 
scouts. Every man in the tribe was 
a pretty good scout.

If you went across the world to 
South Africa, though the people were 
entirely different (they were negro 
savages instead of Red Indians), you 
would find that they, too, were good 
scouts, and they, too, called their best 
scouts ‘Wolf.’ 

A scout, as you know, is a man who 
{is brave and strong, who willingly 
risks death in order to carry out his 
duty, who knows how to find his way 
over strange country by day or night, 
who can look after himself, light his 
fire, cook his‘own food; he can follow 
the tracks of animals or men, can see 
without being seen; at the same ‘time 
he is helpful and kind to women and 
children, and, above all, he obeys the 
orders of his chief to the death. 
When a Wolf Cub knows only the

he {s a “Tender-pad.” 

He is called a tender-pad because 
when he goes out to catch his prey 
or to play in the jungle, from not 
knowing how to do it, he runs wildly 
and loses his way and soon gets tired, 
and his poor feet or “pads” get sore 
and tender.

' THE HEBRIDEAN IMMIGRANTS 


It is not many weeks since the peo- 
ple of this district welcomed the ar- 
‘yival here of a large body of immi- 
-grants from the Hebrides of Scot- 
land. It was thought that here was 
-a case of well arranged immigration 
-of a considerable number of thorough- 
ly suitable settlers. It is therefore 
‘very disappointing to find that dis- 
quieting things are being said and 
-written about these immigrants. It is 
“suggested that they are very disap- 
.pointed with the conditions they have 
‘found here; that these were misrep- 
“resented to them before they left 
/Scotland; that some at least are now 
-in considerable straits. financially; and 
‘that they have expressed strong re- 
sentment at their treatment. It does 
not seem easy to get at the actual 
‘facts. Some of our citizens who went 
out to visit these new arrivals found 
it rather hard to get into conversation 
. With them and to ascertain what 
, their views really are. Mr. Speak- 
-man, the local member for the Domi- 
,nion Parliament, has put questions to 
_the Minister of the’ Interior in which 
‘he jsuggested ‘that the immigranits 
‘were in dire straits. The reply of 
‘the (Minister practically denied the 
whole story, and suggested that most 
-of the immigrants have already been 
quite satisfactorily settled and ‘that 
the remainder soon would be. It was 
further stated that the Western Can- 
ada Colonisation Company had fur- 
nished the pamphlets giving the in- 
formation on which to some extent 
at least these 
have relied in deciding to come to 
Canada. It is unfortunate that there 
should be even a suggestion of the 
Matter being treated as a matter of 
party politics, which might lead to 
exaggerated statements being made 
from either side as to the facts. It 
is unreasonable to expect the Govern- 
ment or any other agency to provide 
all these families with ideal homes 
immediately on their arrival. It i8 
also true that some people will grum- 
ble and complain unreasonably under 
any circumstances. At the same 
time_it is a matter of public interest 
to know just what is the origin of 
these rumors and statements of dis- 
‘satisfaction among the immigrants. 
If they are without foundation, those 
circulating them should be exposed. 
If there is foundation for them, a gen- 
eral wititewashing statement by a 
government department should not 
.end the matter. Government depart- 
ments of all parties have a pleasing 
trick of saying that all is for the best 
:dn the best of all possihle worlds as 
‘managed ‘by the best of all possible 
departments. A certain amount ec 
hesitation is not out of place before 
such statements are accepted at their 
face value. It would be interesting, 
also, to see the pamphlets supplied 
by the Western Canada Colonization 
Company, and check the statements 
contained in them. It is quite possible 
in such pamphlets to present a wholly 
misleading picture of a country with- 
out making a single statement which 
could be called untrue. It is to be 
hoped that nothing of the kind occur- 
red in this case. What we should 
like to see would be a plain statement 
from an authoritative source as to 

1. Who induced these people to 
come to Canada? 

; 2. What, if any, assistance by way 
of transportation money or otherwise 
was given to them, and by whom? 

3. What representations were made 
to them as to conditions here? 

4. Is there really dissatisfaction 
amongst them now, and if so, on what 
grounds? ? . 

5. What if anything is now being 

done for them, by whom is it being 
done and at whose expense? 
. Surely at this time of day there 
should be no excuse whatever for 
immigrants to have cause for com- 
plaint because of misrepresentations 
made to them before coming to Can- 
ada. It is in the interests of Canada 
that such a matter as this should be 
promptly cleared up.

OUR EXPENSIVE CHILDREN 


‘We had a discussion recently with 
a friend as to the upbringing of chil- 
dren. He complained that his children 
seemed to have have no idea what- 
ever of the value of money; that sons 
Or daughters alike they appeared to 
consider that he should provide them 
.with motor cars and the upkeep 
thereof, long distance holidays of 
quite indefinite expense, clothes and 
amusements generally on a_ scale 


which he Jn his youth would not haye

dreamed of; and that while he should 
provide all these things, he should by 
no means dare to interfere with the 
children’s conduct or presume to di- 
rect their goings out or comings in. 
We ventured mildly to suggest that 
this was a somewhat weak policy on 
his part, rich man though he is. (We 
mention this last fact to show that 
not all our friends are of the merely 
borrowing type). To this he replied 
‘that that might be so, but that when 
a pretty daughter came and sat on 
his knee and rumpled his hair and 
cooingly intimated that unless. the 
new frock or the desirable bracelet 
was forthcoming immediately, she 
would make his life a sorrow and a 
burden to him, he was simply incap- 
able of fighting, but promptly capitu- 
lated and soothed his conscience by 
remembering that portion. of the 
church ritual which meanly prays, 
“Give peace in our time, O Lord.” 
Further, he argued in justification of 
himself that his children would not 
be with him forever or even for very 
long, and that while they were with 
him, he wanted them to have as good 
a time as possible, so that they might 
possibly givehima few kind thoughts 
in their few spare moments. 

This attitude of our poor friend is 
quite a common one at the present 
time. It represents the absolute 
antithesis of the father of some two 
generations ago, who regarded himself 
as a privileged tyrant over his hap 
less children, -who visited their 
slightest faults with dreadful penal- 
ties, ranging from the paternal  slip- 
per to the learning of the_119th Psalm, 
which has 176 verses; who took his 
stand firmly on the 5th Commandment 
as ‘laid down by Moses, and regarded 
five cents a week as a rather extrava- 
gant allowance of pocket money for 
a boy up to the age of 21 or so. 

Neither extreme is right. The old- 
time father often made his children’s 
life atime of gloomy and senseless re- 
straints to be evaded on all possible 
occasions, and as soon as years per- 
mitted, joyfully forgotten in an orgy 
of self-indulgence, sometimes of a 
very harmful kind. Yet after the 
orgy was over, there remained behind 
often a solid basis of discipline and 
character, a knowledge of the value 
of money and the need of work, which 
were of inestimable value to ‘the 
grown man or woman. 

The methods of the modern father 
postpone present unpleasantness to 
future trouble. ~The young man 
brought up in undisciplined extrava- 
gance is likely to acquire habits of 
life which may well lead to disaster 
when his father's help is no longer 
available. The young woman accus- 
tomed to indulge her every whim re- 
gardless of cost is hardly likely to be 
a valuable or a happy help-mate to 
the man she marries, especially if he 
is only beginning to make his way ir 
the world. In either case the wrong 
foundation is being laid. 

There is a middle way between the 
extremes, which consists in the 
recognition by the father that, as he 
has given life to- his children, he 
owes it to them to make that life as 
happy and as healthy as possible, not 
only when they are children, but also 
when they are grown up. This in- 
volves a judicious blend of kindness 
and discipline. It. means further 
that the children should be taught 
from the beginning that the giving 
must not be all on one side; that as 
long as they are dependent for all 
things on a father, that father is en- 
titled to a measure of respect and 
obedience, and that too not because 
of any mysterious religious commands 
which they do not understand, ‘but 
because of .the elementary principle 
of fair-play, which most children will 
respond to, if it is intelligently point- 
ed out to them. 

It sounds very simple and easy. 
How many parents manage to find 
the middle way, and how many try to 
teach their children with anything 
like reasonable intelligence that such

AN EMPHATIC DENIAL 


We are-asked to contradict with 
the utmost possible emphasis a 
rumour set on foot by people with a 
distorted sense of humour, or deliber- 
ate mialignity. The St. Andrew’s 
Society of Red ‘Deer, along with the 
Caledonian Society of Evarts, are 
holding a Scottish Gathering, 
Highland games and dancing and pip- 
ing competitions and’ a public dance, 
at Sylvan Lake on the 27th of this 
month.

{THE QUESTION ‘OF ‘DIVORCE >: 


The last aspect from which this 
‘question .falls’ to: be considered - is 
‘that“of justice and humanity. to “in- 
dividuals. As the law now stands, it 
often. bears very hardly on innocent 
‘individuals. A husband may receive 
‘a life sentence, for crime;,he may be 
‘permanently confined in a lunatic 
asylum; he may be hopelessly diseas- 
‘ed or drunken, yet as long as he liv- 
es, his wife has no means of release 
from him, The’ converse is true and 
{s-equally hard. Yet it must be re- 


| membered that “hard cases make bad 


law.” That is to say, a law framed 
on account of or to meet a limited 
number of hard cases rather thar in 
accordance with a sound general prin- 
ciple, is likely to be a bad law. Gen- 


erally speaking, a law should be 
framed to meet the needs of the 
greatest ‘number, not of exceptional 
cases. It has been pointed out that 
if divorce is given because of a crim- 


inal sentence or of insanity, it is at | 


least possible. that the criminal or the 
lunatic would be deprived of what 
might be the only inducement to re- 
form or the only help to recovery. It 
is further pointed out that if a. mis- 
deed or a misfortune is to bea ground 
for divorce, the stability of the mar- 
riage bond is weakened. It becomes 
doubtful if it can be called a taking 
“for better or worse.” Here again 
comes in the risk of making marriage 
a thing lightly entered into because 
easily dissolved. This is true, but it 
seems doubtful if this risk is as 
great as the undoubted hardship and 
‘wrong of such cases as have been 
suggested. Provided the grounds of 
divorce are limited ‘to such cases as 
must in all human probability per- 
manently destroy the possibility of 
happy married life, the risk may 
perhaps be safely taken. It is true 
that in this case there will always be 
the danger of extending the principle 
involved; that is to say that it might 
be argued that if a life sentence of 
imprisonment on a husband should 
entitle his wife to a divorce, a sen 
tence of 15 years imprisonment ought 
also to give the same remedy, and so 
z It is impossible to eliminate 
this danger entirely, and its exis- 
tence makes any change in the law 
in this particular direction one to he 
advocated only with the utmost cir- 
cumspection. The relief of a limited 
number of hard cases would be ~ tov 
dearly obtained, if it involved a gen. 
eral weakening of the home life of 
the’ nation by the introduction of a 
gradually increasing laxity in the 
general attitude towards marriage. 
Some of these hard cases could pos- 
sibly be avoided if health certificates 
were requiret before the issue of 
marriage licenses. This reform had 
often been discussed, and it seems a 
Kittle difficult to see what valid objec- 
tion can be urged against it. The 
opposition seems to belong that 
bad old system of ignorance, which 
refused and still largely refuses ‘any 
educated instruction in the essen- 
tial facts of life. There would no doubt 
be evasions of the law, just as there 
are evasions of every law, but tha 
general effect would probably be 
good, and would save much misery to 
innocent men, women and children. 
Marriage is the most important of 
ikuman contracts. Anything is good 
‘hich can help to maintain its sanc- 
tity, and its essential sanity as com- 
pared with the morbid ignorance 
which now so often surrounds it, and 
contributes not a little to the diffi- 
culties and failures attending it.

And then if the govern- 
ment declares the mortgaged prem- 
ises to be part of a drought area, the 
mortgage company is out in the cold. 
The contract between a mortgage 
company and the borrower has _ be- 
come no longer a contract. 

The mortgage companies are, of 
course, prejudiced but there is a great 
deal of justice in their complaints, 
and as long as the legislation is un- 
changed the farmers will find it very 
difficult to borrow money and the in- 
terest rate will remain high.
